Wait until world conditions have been 

corrected, before they may hope to see 

better times. Western Canada has been 

busy and prosperous for many years: 

while Europe was undergoing all the 

varieties of economic grief, while Aus- 
| tralia was slumping into stagnation, and 
while the Orient was experiencing the 
combined effects of famine and civil 
war. 

There is a considerable measure of 
unemployment in Alberta centres at pre- 
sent, but not so large that it must be 
accepted as the settled order of things 
until the world’s economic machinery is 
again going at full blast. There are 
comparatively few people in this pro- 
vince who cannot take care of them- 
selves. Co-operative action between 
‘he municipalities and the province, 
vith such assistance as may be re- 
cuired from the Dominion, can deal ef- 
fectively with the situation until the 
minority who are unemployed are able 
to find employment in the usual way. 


NOT A PRICE-FIXER 

Those who, with so much assurance 
argued a few years ago that the Wheat 
Pool would be able to raise the price of 
wheat, and who in later years claimed 
that it had actually done this, are not 
being heard from at present on the ques- 
tion as to why the Pool does not exert 
its authority and tell the oversea buyer 
what he must pay for wheat. 

Mr. Wood, to the credit of his good 
sense, did not base his propaganda on 


that pretension. But Mr. Sapiro gave 
his hearers to understand that by pool- 
ing their grain they could largely influ- 
ence if not actually dominate world 
ices, and a good many others trans- 
lated that implication into plain state- 
ments. 

How foolish that assumption was 
must be apparent now to everybody. 
The Pool is in precisely the same posi- 
tion as the private dealer; it is holding 
wheat that it cannot sell at prices which 
are satisfactory, which at the moment 
it could not even unload at a price that 
would clear it with the banks. 

This does not prove that the Pool has 
been a failure. It does not even raise 
the question as to whether the Pool has 
or has not been of advantage to its 
members. But it does explode the ab- 
surd supposition that the Pool, by con- 
trolling a fraction of the wheat crop of 
western Canada, could dictate to the 
peoples of other countries what price 
they must pay for wheat. 

That extravagant notion never did 
the Pool any good. On the contrary, it 
aroused expectations which could not 
possibly be made good when the time of 
testing came. The proof that they could 
not be made good lies in the fact that 
when the world price started down- 
ward the Pool was helpless to keep it 
up. Hereafter. it may be hoped, the 
Pool will be rated for what it is; a mar- 
keting agency, not a price-fixer for the 
oversea buyer.

Question: Mrs. W. asks: “Will you 
Please publish in your medical co- 
lumn the causes of spondylitis? 
What are its symptoms, and does it 
leave a body helpless?” 

Answer: In the first place. this is 
not a medical column, but a health 
column for the giving of health ad- 
viee so that readers may learn to 
live so as to avoid medicines. Spon- 
dylitis means an inflammation of 
the spinal column. It may be caused 
from an injury, or be due to the ac- 
cumulation of toxins which gather 
at some irritated part of the spine. 
The symptoms are various, due to 
the fact that the irritation may be 
found at any place in the cord. If 
Scar tissue forms, or if part of the 
cord is destroyed, it may produce a 
permanent paralysis in any part of 
the body which formerly received its 
nerve supply from that part of the 
cord which has been destroyed or 
scarred.

Are your men working? Go down to 
the rayon industry. We have as good 
rayon in this country as there is in 
the world, yet this country is flooded 
with the product of other countries, 
oy Canadian industries are languish- 
ng.” 

Speaking in the. adjoining constite 
uencies of Glengarry and Stormont, 
the opposition Jeader spoke along 
similar lines.

| exploitation.” 

Opportunity after opportunity had 
been afforded Premier King, the Con- 
servative chieftain continued, to put

in motion policies to prevent this 
country from falling into the slough 
jof. unemployment and depression.”

or rows of powerful machines whic! 
urn out Plymouth parts At first 

ne “bank” was changed from old t 
‘ew-model parts, then one by one the 
remaining “banks” were retooled un- 
til the entire department was produc- 
nt new parts 

A similar system was followed out 
in retooling the giant machines which 
turn out the larger parts. Along the 
conveyor lines which feed the variou 
assembly elements jt was necessary to 
work out to the second the arrival of 
new parts. Similarly precise timing 
WAS necessary on the main assembly 
line in order that new parts might 
arrive as required. When the first 
new model had been completed ics 
than fifteen hundred dollars worth of 
unused finished parts for the previ 
Model “U" were left over.

Among the pilgrims were two de- 
Scendants of the martyrs’ families, 
These were Rev. Father De Baguan, 
Who is” related to the martyred 
Father Jogus, and the Vicar General 
of the diocess of Orleans, France, who 
is related to Father Jean De Brebeuf.
